Robert Hagen, 3-year-old son of

“The results of the tests dem- 
onstrate,”’ the board found, “that 
the hull of the latest type of ba*- 
tleships is capable of withstanding 
to a remarkable degree the attacks 
of aerial bombs and with a crew 
on board to make necessary re- 
pairs, run the pumps and man the 
anticraft guns, such a ship as the 
Washington would be substantially 
secure against air attack.” 

The report of the officer 
charge of the tests sald: 

“A ship in commission would 
have had no trouble in making 
port under her own steam after the 
five explosions.”’ 

The report shows that three 
2000-pound bombs were exploded 
under water near the ship and two 
“torpedo explosions” of largest size 
(400 pounds of explosives) set off 
in contact with the underwater 
hull, the ship remaining afloat 
four days thereafter and riding 
out a storm.”

General Mitchell, assistant chief of 
the Army ‘Air Service, ig made in 
the special board report. Mitchell 
was one of the 76 officers and civil- 
ian scientists questioned by the 
board in reaching its conclusions, 
however, and the proposals urged 
by him for a unified air service are 
dealt with and opposed as “illogi- 
eal and undesirable.”
